UPPER  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at  pool  plants 
regulated  under  Order  No.  6  during  April  1980 
totaled  66.5  million  pounds.   Deliveries  were 
down  3.7  million  pounds  from  the  previous  month 
and  3.7  million  pounds  above  the  same  month  of 


During  April,  55.9  million  pounds  of  pro- 
ducer milk  was  classified  as  Class  I  —  down 
4.9  million  pounds  from  the  previous  month  and 
down  .9  million  pounds  from  April  1979.   The 
percentage  of  producer  milk  in  Class  I  was 
84.06% in  April  compared  to  86.69%  the  previous 
month  and  90.36%  a  year  ago. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers  during 
April  was  $13.85  per  cwt.  —  down  4  cents  from 
March  1980  and  73  cents  above  April  1979. 

TAMPA  BAY 

Producers  delivered  55.3  million  pounds 
of  milk  to  pool  plants  regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.  12  during  April  1980.   Producer  milk 

March  and  were  up  2.1  million  pounds  from 
April  1979. 

Producer  milk  classified  as  Class  I  milk 
as  used  in  the  computation  of  the  uniform 
price  to  producers  totaled  48.9  million  pounds. 
Class  I  producer  milk  totaled  51.0  million 
pounds  in  March  and  44.6  million  pounds  during 
April  a  year  ago.   Class  I  milk  was  88.347.  of 
the  total  producer  milk  during  April  1980  com- 
pared to  89.17%  last  month  and  83.69%  during 
April  of  last  year.

SOUTHEASTERN  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at 
pool  plants  regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.  13  totaled  68.4  million 
pounds  of  milk  during  April  1980. 
Compared  to  the  previous  month, 
receipts  of  producer  milk  were 
down  3.3  million  pounds  and  2.3 
million  pounds  above  April  1979. 

In  the  April  equalization 
pool,  63,1  million  pounds  of  milk 
was  classified  as  Class  I.   Class  I 
producer  milk  was  down  3.5  million 
pounds  from  last  month,  and  was  1.8 
million  pounds  above  April  19  79. 
Class  I  milk  was  92.21%  of  the  to- 
tal during  April  1980  compared  to 
92.90X  the  previous  month  and 
92.75%  during  April  of  the  pre- 
vious year. 

The  uniform  price  to  pro- 
ducers under  Order  No.  13  for 
April  milk  was  $14.29  per  hundred- 
weight.  The  uniform  price  was 
down  3  cents  from  March  and  was  83 
cents  above  April  1979. 

PRODUCER  SUNDRY 

Under  the  three  Florida  milk 
orders,  431  producers  delivered 
190.3  million  pounds  of  milk  to 
pool  plants.   This  compared  to 
428  producers  and  199.2  million 
pounds  during  the  previous  month 
and  396  producers  and  182.3  million 
pounds  during  April  1979.   Producer 
milk  deliveries  in  April  were  down 
4.4%  from  March  and  were  4.4%  above 
April  of  last  year. 

The  average  milk  delivery  per 
producer  was  14,591  pounds  per  day 
for  all  producers  delivering  to 
plants  under  Federal  Orders  6,  12, 
and  13.   The  average  daily  deliv- 
ery per  producer  was  10,272  pounds 
under  Order  No.  6,  12,255  pounds 
under  Order  No.  12,  and  33,386 
pounds  under  Order  No.  13.

PRICES  RECEIVED  INDEX  DOWN  11  POINTS 
PRICES  PAID  INDEX  UNCHANGED 

The  April  Index  of  Prices  Received  by  Farmers  decreased  11 
points  (4.5  percent)  to  223  percent  of  its  January-December  1967 
average,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.   Contributing  most 
to  the  decrease  since  March  were  lower  prices  for  cattle,  hogs, 
soybeans,  wheat,  com  and  calves.   Higher  prices  for  lettuce,  hay, 
cucumbers,  apples,  tomatoes  and  onions  were  partially  offsetting. 
The  index  was  21  points  (9  percent)  below  a  year  ago.

PUBLIC  HEARING  TO  CONSIDER 
SOUTHWEST  ORDER  HERGERS 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  has 
scheduled  a  public  hearing  to  consider  a 
number  of  order  merger  proposals  for  several 
Southwest  milk  orders. 

A  major  proposal  would  merge  the  Okla- 
homa Metropolitan,  Neosho  Valley,  Wichita 
and  Red  River  Valley  orders.   Other  proposals 
would  limit  the  merger  to  parts  of  the  af- 
fected areas.   The  public  hearing  is  sched- 
uled to  begin  on  May  20,  1980,  at  Oklahoma 
City,  Oklahoma. 

Order  mergers  have  reduced  the  number 
of  Federal  orders  significantly  during  the 
past  two  decades,  even  though  the  territory 
regulated  by  the  program  continues  to  expand. 
The  number  of  Federal  orders  reached  a  high 
of  83  in  the  1960's.  Currently,  47  Federal 
orders  are  in  effect. 

DECISION  ISSUED  TO  AMEND  EASTERN  OHIO- 
WESTERN  PENNSYLVANIA  HILK  ORDER 

A  recent  USDA  final  decision  would  amend 
the  payment,  pooling  and  other  provisions  of 
Order  No.  36.   One  major  change  would  be  that 
the  advertising  and  promotion  assessment  would 
be  based  on  the  average  price  that  handlers 
pay  farmers  for  their  milk  instead  of  a  fixed 
rate,  as  now  provided.   Currently  this  change 
would  increase  the  advertising  and  promotion 
assessment  from  5  to  9  cents  per  hundredweight. 

Another  major  change  in  payment  pro- 
cedures would  eliminate  the  requirement  that 
the  market  administrator  collect  all  handler 
obligations  and  then  pay  producers.
